Congressman’s Friends Believe Stone 
Is Behind Cape Girardeau Legisla- 
tor’s Candidacy for Delegate. 


Congressman W. D. Vandiver, manage! 
of Circuit Attorney Folk's gubernatoria 
campaign, has received numerous letters 


and requests urging him to seek election 
as delegate-at-large to the national Dem 


ocratic convention. 

Mr. Vandiver has not made definite reply 
to these complimentary suggestions, which 
come from all parts of the state, because 
there is already a candidate for the honor 
mentioned from Cape Girardeau country. 
Vandiver’s home, in the person of Repre- 
sentative W. D. Oliver. 

Mr. Oliver has made very little progress, 
and those who have closely observed his 
candidacy believe that if he should not ap- 
pear able to win he will try to throw his 
support to Senator William J. Stone, whom 
he has characterized as the most splendid 


statesman of the age. 

In fact, many politicians believe that Oll- 
ver is simply a “stall” for Stone and the 
latter is working through the legislator to 
get a foothold in the Joplin convention. 

With Oliver's support in southedst Mis- 
souri and Cook's following generally 
throughout the state, the friends of the 
‘gumshoe statesman are confident of vic- 
ory. 

Mr. Oliver is said to be basin 
of political preferment on the fact that in 
the last general assembly he had intro- 
duced and passed a constitutional amend- 
ment which, if finally adopted, will compel 
all railroads to issue passes to legislators. 

At the time of its passage the Post-Dis- 

atch called attention to its impracticabie 
eatures and showed that it \. 
to suspend the operation of the statute 
which makes the issuance of a railroad pass 
to a lawmaker a misdemeanor. 

Nine-tenths of the persons who rode to 
and from Jefferson City on passes two 
years ago were, as the Post-Dispatch 
showed, friende of the legislators, who got 
the passes through the legisiators, an 
thereby obligated the latter to the railroa 
companies. 

In he 1908 assembly 123 members used 60- 
ride tickets, while more than 900 outsiders 
whore free pasteboards were requested by 
the 122 mentioned did not pay any railroad 
fare. 

Another feature of Oliver's proposal iz 
that it will only apply in any.case to thuse 
railroads which desire an extension of their 
franchises, and there is a serious quection 
in the minds of lawyers whether it will 
really apply to them. 

If ba ee consents to run, and it now 
seems likely that he will, the politicians 
believe Stone will be defeated, but he will 
not go down in defeat without a fight. 

Gov. Dockery, it is thought. will not have 
much opposition, unless. he attempts to aid 
Stone's candidacy. 

Congressmen Champ Clark and David A. 
De Armond are almost certain to be the 
other two delegates from Missouri.

METHODIST HONOR 


Declares He Can’t Conscientiously 
Give Up Educational Work 
for Bishopric. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 23.—The most 
startling incident of the Methodist gen- 
‘eral conference occurred this morning when 
the resignation of Bishop James R. Day of 
Syracuse, N. Y., was handed in. 

It was accepted by the conference. 

The conference then voted to indefintiely 
postpone the election of a successor to Dr. 
Day on the Episcopal board, and this ac- 
tion was taken to mean that there will 
be no balloting for an eighth bishop by 
this conference, and that the board will 
remain as at present constituted. 

In resigning, Bishop Day, who is chan- 
cellor of Syracuse University, asked per- 
mission of the conference to retire from 
further attendance. The resignation came 
as a profound surprise to everyone except 
a few friends, with whom Bishop Day had 
consulted regarding his determination, and 
his statement wh-ch preceded his action 
was listened to by the delegates and crowd- 
ed galleries with intense interest. 

“I do rot believe, said Dr. Day, that 
any man in the conference will charge me 
with disloyalty to my conscience, and to 
my God. I believe that everyone will con- 
cede that I am actuated by honest mo- 
tives and that I am fulfilling my duty in 
taking the action I am about to take. I 
wish to make it clear that there has been 
no coercion by the board of trustees of my 
university and that material considerations 
did not enter in any way into this matter. 
I am acting only on the dictates of my 
own conscience, and have arrived at a con- 
clusion only after two days of earnest and 

rayerful consideration, during which time 

have left my room only for my meals, 
and did not seek the advice or counsef? of 
any of my friends until I had fully made 
up my mind. 

“When I came to this general confer- 
ence I was told by some of my friends 
that I would be voted. for and possibiy 
elected as a member of the episcopal board. 
I determined to keep my mind open on the 
subject, and at no time reached a conclu- 
sion as to my duty in the matter until 
after the third ballot. I then felt at lib- 
erty to withdraw my name, and did so. 
In spite of this my friends kept my name 
before the conference, and when, on Sat- 
urday morning, a most unhappy incident 
occurred, I was astonished to see votes 
going to me. I wished again then to make 
public the witdrawal of my name, but was 
earnestly besought by my friends not to 
do so. Since my election I have thought of 
nothing but my duty to the church, of 
which you are the representatives.

ELECTRIC EDUCATION. 
The page illustrated article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, tell- 
ing how artificial lightning will be produced at the World’s 
Fair, is highly interesting and informing, both to the student 
of electricity and the general reader. 
To the man of middle age who remembers what the text- 
books on electricity had to tell 20 years ago, it is a revelation 
to know that electric sparks can now be produced between con- 
ductors 10, 50 or 100 feet apart. For many years the giant 
induction coil used by Sir Humphrey Davey, in the Polytech- 
nique Institute at London, was the marvel of electric science. 
It could only produce a spark of 29 inches in length. 

World's Fair visitors will have the opportunity of witness- 
ing the production of lightning on quite a striking scale. And, 
as the Post-Dispatch writer points out, something quite new in 
electrical science may be discovered as a result of these unique 
experiments. One of the pressing needs of mankind is a know!.- 
edge of the conditions under which lightning is produced. The 
L production of this natural force by artificial means should help 

us in our efforts to protect ourselves from it during thunder 
storms. It is hoped that the World’s Fair experiments may 
throw some light on this problem.

FIRST FILIPINO 
WEDDING IN d. 5. 


Native Ceremony Performed Sunday 


‘in the Visayan Village at 
the Fair. 


Thirteen pieces of silver, which Dioicio 
Asuncion placed in the hands of his bride, 
signifying that all he shall hereafter earn 
is to be hers, marked the close of the first 
Filipino wedding ever solemnized in the 
United States, which took place in the 
little Catholic chapel in the Visayan vil- 
lage at the World's Fair Sunday. 

The ceremony lasted for two hours, while 
a Filipino band played sweet music and 
nuptial mass was said by Father Thomas 
Paimas, a native priest from Oton, Island 
of Panay. The bridal couple, kneeling on a 
cushion before the altar, made their re- 
sponses in the dialect of the Visayans. The 
bride’s veil was thrown over the bride- 
groom's shoulder and their arms were 
tiled together by long strands of blue silk 
ripbons. 

Dioicio is 20 years old and his bride, who 
was Saiud Funchion, is 18. Both are Visay- 
ans and are accomplished musicians. The 
bride has the black eyes, coal black hair 
and clear olive complexion of her race. 
She wore a bridal dress of white brocaded 
silk, made in the Spanish style. 

The little chapel was decorated for the 
wedding with American flags, made by 
the natives, bunting and flowers. 

The wedding procession formed at 8 
o’clock and marched to the chapel, the 
bride being at the extreme rear, regarded 
by Filipinos as the place of honor. About 
120 native guests were in the procession. 

After the wedding there was a feast at 
the market house where roast pig, roast 
chicken and scores of other delicacies were 
served. The afternoon and evening was 
given up to festivities, ending with a dance 
which & number of American guests at- 
ended.

ANYWAY, THEY ARE IN LINE 
FOR HIS CANDIDACY AGAIN 


Lowden Is Persona Grata to the Big 
Interests, but Hamlin and Deneen 
Are Under the Ban of the Coal 
Trust.

SPRINGFIELD, II., May 23—Conpora- 
tion influences have played an important 
role in the Republican governorship fight 
and will keep it up until a candidate is 
nominated. The convention has developed 
into a battle of the corporations, as we] ag 
the candidates, because big influences have 
been unable to agree on any one of the 
candidates, and, for this reason, the cor- 
porate influences have not been felt so 
severely in the convention. 

Gov. Yates has placed himself between 
two res by political maneuvering that 
suggests the playing of both ends against 
the middie. The Decatur Manufacturers’ 
Association sent representatives to the 
convention to use every possible influence 
to defeat Yates’ renomination. Three 
weeks before the convention assembled the 
association bitterly attacked Yates in a 
pamphiet issued to the public. The attack 
was based on the governor’s dealing with 
the railrouds and the manufacturers of the 
state in the latter’s efforts to obtain a 
reduced freight rate, or at least a rate 
equal to that enjoyed by surrounding 
states. 

Hearings were had for nearly a year be- 
fore the railroad and warehouse commis- 


sioners, and a % per cent reduction had 


been promised. but it failed of realization, 
the pamphlet declared, because of big con- 
tributions to the Yates campaign fund by 
the railroads of the state. To pacify the 
manufacturers, Yates’ emissaries promised 
to remove Col. ‘“‘Ike’’ Elwood from the 
railroad and warehouse commission, and, 
as soon as Yates was renominated, to put 
the 2 per cent reduction in freight rates 
into effect. 


Railroads Bring 
Out the Lost. 


So important a political deal as this 
could not fail to reach the ears of the rall- 
road scouts, and then there was trouble. 
Col. Elwood switched De Kalb’s total vote 
from Yates to Lowden, and immediately 
the. governor's lieutenants fell upon El- 
wood's neck to know the reason for the 
change. .Elwood ig said to have replied 
that, if he was to be removed from his 
job as soon as the governor was renom- 
inated, it would be foolish for him to as- 
sist in bringing about the renomination. 
Elwood refused to believe that he was mis- 
informed about the executive promises to 
the manufacturers and demanded a signed 
agreement with Yates. Elwood does not care 
to longer remain a target for criticism, so 
he suggested that Yates promise in writ- 
ing to name his man, Park Sedgwick, a 
banker of Sandwich, as his successor on 
the commission. The promise was duly 
executed, and De Kalb County went kack to 
Yates. But the double dealing was not 
without the knowledge of both the rail- 
roads and the manufacturers, and neither 
has much confidence in any benefits to be 
derived from renominating Yates. 

The Pullman influences are working with 
Col. Lowden, and, because of that fact, a 
lot of rival, jealous corporate influences 
are against him.
